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History  of  Delta  Chi  Sigma  Sorority 

SOMETIME  ago  a  happy  thought  occurred  in  the 
minds  of  two  sisters,  namely  Miss  Cleo  and  Iva 
Harris.  After  much  deliberation  this  thought 
grew,  taking  a  definite  form  and  purpose;  and  on  the 
evening  of  March  23rd,  1925  a  few  girls  were  asked 
to  these  sisters  home,  where  an  enthusiastic  meeting 
was  held,  resulting  in  the  formation  of  an  organiza- 
tion then  known  as  the  Delta  Phi  Kappa  Sorority. 
The  charter  members  included:  Cleo  Harris,  Iva 
Harris,  Miriam  Crampton,  Katherine  Crampton,  Mil- 
dred Mclntire,  Chrystal  Kent,  Thelma  A.  Thomas, 
Pauline  Van  Buskirk,  Margaret  Dawson,  Mary  Powers 
and  Ethel  Miller.  The  following  officers  were  elected: 
Iva  Harris,  Pres.;  Katherine  Crampton,  Vice  Pres.; 
Pauline  Van  Buskirk,  Recording  Secretary;  Mildred 
Mclntire,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Cleo  Harris, 
Treasurer. 

It  was  decided  to  incorporate  immediately  in  the 
State  of  Indiana.  After  further  investigation  on  the 
part  of  the  President,  it  was  found  necessary  to  change 
the  name  on  account  of  its  similarity  to  another  organ- 
ization already  incorporated.  The  President  therefore 
selected  another,  which  according  to  her  knowledge 
and  belief,  would  be  a  suitable  one  for  this  organiza- 
tion that  name  being  Delta  Chi  Sigma. 

Enthusiasm  reigned,  and  meetings  were  held  regu- 
larly. Several  guest-parties  were  held  in  the  succeed- 
ing weeks  and  a  number  of  girls  were  pledged  and 
initiated. 

During  this  time  the  Secretary  submitted  her  resig- 
nation and  Miriam  Crampton  was  elected  to  fill  her 
office.     It  was  found  necessary  to  form  a  new  office, 


so  that  of  Mistress  of  Ceremonies  was  created,  and 
Mary  Powers  was  elected  to  that  duty. 

The  first  big  event  of  the  organization  was  the 
Sorority  banquet,  held  in  the  main  dining  room  of  the 
Hotel  Roberts,  September  14,  1925.  A  Christmas 
Ball  was  also  given  during  the  first  year  of  the  Soror- 
ity's existence.  After  one  year  of  intense  work,  the 
organization  was  voted  into  the  Federated  Club  of 
Clubs,  which  is  an  honor  seldom  bestowed  upon  such 
a  young  organized  group. 

Delta  Chi  Sigma  was  now  in  such  splendid  work- 
ing order  that  we  felt  it  high  time  to  branch  out  in 
other  cities,  and  as  a  result  the  following  Chapters 
were  installed: 

Beta  Chapter,  Middletown,  O  May  23,  1926 

Gamma  Chapter,  LaFayette  Ind  June  13,  1926 

Delta  Chapter,  Dayton,  O  June  23,  1926 

Epsilon  Chapter,  Elkhart,  Ind  July  27,  1926 

Zeta  Chapter,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind  April    4,  192  7 

Now  that  six  Chapters  belonged  to  the  National 
Organization,  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  First  National 
Convention  the  last  week-end  in  June  of  the  year  192  7 

at  Muncie,  Indiana  the  home  of  the  Mother  Chapter. 

Said  Convention  was  a  marvelous  success  in  every 
way,  due  to  the  fact  of  splendid  co-operation  of  all 
the  Subordinate  Chapters  of  the  Sorority. 

The  National  Officers  elected  and  installed  at  this 
first  annual  affair  were:  Miss  Iva  Harris,  National 
President;  Miss  Doiothy  Allan,  National  Vice  Presi- 
dent, and  National  Auditor;  Miss  Doris  Boxwell,  Na- 
tional Secretary  and  Miss  Cleo  Harris,  National  Treas- 
urer. 

On  January  29th,  1928,  another  Chapter  was  added 

to  our  group  this  Chapter  being  named  Eta,  located 

at  Gary,  Indiana. 

Yes,  three  long  and  strenuous  years  have  passed; 
numerous  obstacles  have  been  encountered,  but  on 
looking  them  in  the  face  with  courageous  hearts,  they 
have  faded  away  as  the  dew  before  the  sun,  and  we 
now  look  upon  a  future  as  fair  and  rosy  as  the 
dawn.

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DELTA  CHI  SIGMA  FIRST  NATIONAL  CONVENTION 


THE  First  National  Convention  of  the  Delta  Chi 
Sigma  Sorority  was  held  June  24-26  at  Muncie, 
Indiana,  where  the  members  of  Alpha  Chapter  were 
hostesses,   and  they  were  hostesses  to  perfection. 

Registration  was  made  between  the  hours  of  3  and 
6  at  the  Hotel  Roberts,  and  it  was  there  that  everyone 
"got  acquainted." 

The  initial  opening  of  the  convention  was  a  formal 
6  o'clock  dinner  in  the  dining  room  of  the  Hotel  Rob- 
erts. Decorations  for  the  tables  were  our  flowers, 
the  American  Beauty  roses,  and  then  there  were  beau- 
tiful hand-painted  place  cards.  The  official  programs 
of  red  leather  tied  with  gold  cord  were  very  clever. 
And  all  of  you  who  were  there  remember  the  favors, 


Roberts  Saturday  morning  from  9  to  1  2  proved  very 
interesting. 

Saturday  afternoon  a  dinner-bridge  was  given  at 
Braeside.  The  rooms  were  beautifully  decorated  with 
garden  flowers  and  the  tables  held  centerpiecs  of 
sweet  peas  and  American  Beauty  roses.  And  the  most 
clever  bar  pins  of  sterling  silver  marked  the  place  of 
each  Delta  Chi.     Then  there  were  the  chapter  stunts 

which   proved   quite   amusing,  Fords   with   flat  tires, 

repetition  of  week-end  parties,  etc.  These  stunts 
were  comedies  portrayed  to  perfection  with  Delta 
Chapter  capturing  the  prize,  a  very  attractive  vase. 

The  event  of  the  convention  was  the  formal  dance 
given  Saturday  night  in  the  beautiful  ballroom  of  the 
Masonic  Temple.    The  color  scheme  of  the  decoration 


 silver   bracelets   inlaid  with   green   stones   and  our 

crest.  The  only  word  that  could  be  uttered  after  the 
bracelets  "appeared  on  the  scene  '  was,  "oh  ;  no  won- 
der, they  were  so  beautiful,  and  so  unexpected. 

Miss  Iva  Harris,  National  President,  acted  as  toast- 
mistress,  and  Mayor  John  Hampton  of  Muncie  gave 
us  the  "key"  to  the  city  and  also  a  most  hearty  wel- 
come. Then  there  were  responses  by  the  presidents 
of  each  of  the  chapters:  Cleo  Harris  of  Alpha  who 
made  us  feel  so  much  at  home,  Doris  Boxwell  of  Beta 
who  expects  everybody  to  be  at  the  convention  next 
year  at  Middletown,  Doris  Brown  of  Gamma,  Dorothy 
Allan  of  Delta,  Dorothy  Fletcher  of  Epsilon  who  told 
us  the  story  of  the  Thirteen  Kewpies  and  Marna  Rei- 
ber  of  Zeta. 

During  the  dinner,  "Doc  Snyder's  Braeside  Coun- 
try Club  Orchestra"  entertained  us.  After  dinner 
Miss  Dorothy  Jane  Pfeiffer  gave  us  a  solo  dance,  Miss 
Mildred  Mcintosh  entertained  with  a  Reading  and 
Miss  Dorothy  Deardorff  gave  us  a  beautiful  violin 
selection.  We  left  the  hotel  about  8:30  and  went  to 
the  Rivoli  Theater.     Thus  ended  the  first  day. 

The  business  meeting  which  was  held  at  the  Hotel 


was  black  and  gold  the  sorority  colors.  A  large 
banner,  hung  from  the  balcony  in  the  ballroom  bear- 
ing the  inscription,  "WELCOME,  DELTA  CHI  SIG- 
MA," made  one  feel  more  at  home,  so  to  speak.  The 
programmes  were  of  metal  bearing  the  sorority  crest, 
and  each  dance,  instead  of  being  numbered,  was 
named  Alpha,  Beta,  etc.  There  were  several  novelty 
and  specialty  dances  and  also  a  grand  march. 

The  election  of  officers  took  place  Sunday  morn- 
ing at  the  Hotel  Roberts  at  9:3  0.     It  was  a  task  for 

most  of  us  to  get  up  so  early,  but  "business  before 

pleasure."  Then  there  was  the  tour  of  the  city  which 
was  certainly  well  planned  and  at  1  I  o'clock  the  Con- 
vention Picture  was  taken. 

The  final  event  of  the  convention  was  the  Fare- 
well Dinner  given  at  the  Hotel  Delaware  at  12:30. 
The  table  decorations  were  beautifully  arranged,  and 
corsages  of  sweet  peas  and  roses  marked  the  place  of 
the  out-of-town  guests.  And  as  a  final  remembrance, 
beautiful  silver  compacts  were  presented  each  Delta 
Chi,  and  the  last  words  were,  "Will  see  you  at  Middle- 
town  next  year,  Beta's  are  hostesses,   don't  forget."

Delta  Chi  Sigma  Sorority 

First  Annual  Convention 


THE  Delta  Chi  Sigma  Sorority  met  in  its  first  an- 
nual National  Convention  at  Muncie,  Indiana, 
(Alpha  Chapter  )  the  week  end  of  June  24-25-26, 
1927. 

The  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:00 
a.  m.,  Saturday,  June  25,  by  Miss  Iva  Harris,  National 
President.  The  delegates  to  the  Convention  were  as 
follows : 

Miss  Iva  Harris,  Alpha  Grand  President 

Miss  Mildred  Mclntire,  Alpha  Grand  Vice  President 

Miss  Leda  Shirey,  Alpha  Grand  Secretary 

Miss  Cleo  Harris,  Alpha  Grand  Treasurer 

Alpha  Chapter  Miss  Cleo  Harris  and  Miss  Dorothy 

Deardorff . 

Beta  Chapter — Miss  Doris  Boxwell  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
Snyder. 

Gamma    Chapter  Mrs.    Doris    Brown   and    Miss  Jetta 

Neiberger. 

Delta  Chapter — Miss  Dorothy  Allan  and  Miss  Loretta 
Baker. 

Epsilon  Chapter — Miss  Dorthy  Pletcher  and  Miss  Ruth 
Fisher. 

Zeta  Chapter — Miss  Mama  Reiber  and  Miss  Marjorie 
Burres. 

The  annual  Secretary's  report  was  read  by  Leda 
Shirey,  Alpha,  followed  by  the  annual  Treasurer's 
report  by  Cleo  Harris,  Alpha.  New  business  was 
then  in  order. 

Dorothy  Pletcher,  Epsilon,  raised  a  question  con- 
cerning the  acceptance  of  the  South  Bend  applica- 
tion, saying  that  the  Elkhart  girls  who  are  quite  near 
South  Bend,  knew  none  of  the  applicants,  and  felt 
that  a  more  desirable  group  might  be  obtained.  Iva 
Harris  who  investigated  the  girls  from  Alpha  said 
she  had  met  all  but  three  of  the  girls  ,and  gave  a 
favorable  report.  A  discussion  followed  and  Mildred 
Mclntire,  Alpha,  moved  that  the  Elkhart  Chapter 
make  arrangements  to  visit  the  South  Bend  girls  for 
further  investigation.  This  was  seconded  by  Doris 
Brown,  Gamma,  and  carried. 

Cleo  Harris,  Alpha,  suggested  that  henceforth, 
when  a  group  of  girls  applies  for  admittance  into  the 
Sorority,   an   investigating  committee  of   two   shall  be 

chosen  one   each  from  two   neighboring  Chapters. 

Leda  Shirey,  Alpha,  moved  that  the  National  Presi- 
dent appoint  the  Chapters  from  which  the  investi- 
gators be  chosen,  and  that  these  Chapters  elect  their 
own  representative.  This  was  seconded  by  Cleo 
Harris,  Alpha,  and  carried.  Cleo  Harris  then  moved 
that  the  expenses  of  these  investigators  be  paid  by 
the   extension  fund  of   the   National   Treasurer.  This 


was  seconded  by  Mildred  Mclntire,  Alpha,  and  car- 
ried. 

Doris  Brown,  Gamma,  raised  the  question:  Should 
new  members  be  required  to  pass  a  Sorority  examina- 
tion before  final  initiation  into  the  Sorority.  After  a 
discussion,  Doris  Boxwell,  Beta,  moved,  and  Cleo 
Harris,  Alpha,  seconded  that  this  be  left  up  to  the 
individual  Chapters.     This  motion  was  carried. 

Cleo  Harris,  Alpha,  suggested  raising  the  Charter 
fee  $5.00  for  future  incoming  Chapters,  thus  making 
the  fee  $20.00  instead  of  the  present  $15.00.  Each 
Chapter  was  consulted  and  each  gave  a  favorable  ex- 
pression. Marna  Rieber,  Zeta,  then  moved  that  the 
Chapter  fee  be  raised  to  $20.00  for  all  incoming 
Chapters.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Dorothy 
Deardorff,  Alpha,  and  carried. 

Marna  Rieber,  Zeta,  suggested:  Shall  we  raise 
the  initiation  fee  This  met  with  unfavorable  com- 
ment. 

Dorothy  Allan,  Delta,  suggested  the  advisability 
of  taking  in  some  very  desirable  girls  who  were  not 
high  school  graduates,  but  who  had  equivalent  quali- 
fications. This  met  with  unfavorable  comment,  be- 
cause of  the  possible  difference  of  opinion  concerning 
"equivalent  qualifications "  and  the  danger  of  lowering 
the  standard  of  requirements  of  the  Sorority.  The 
matter  was  not  put  to  a  motion. 

The  question  was  then  raised:  Should  National 
Officers'  Expenses  to  Convention  be  paid  from  the 
National  Treasury.  Dorothy  Allan,  Delta,  moved  that 
fares,  and  fees,  and  all  necessary  Convention  expenses 
of  National  Officers  be  paid  from  the  Social  Fund  of 
the  National  Treasury.  This  was  seconded  by  Doris 
Brown,  Gamma,  and  carried. 

Madeline  Miers,  Alpha,  and  Marna  Reiber,  Zeta, 
reported  the  existence  of  a  Delta  Chi  Sigma  Sorority 
at  Gulfport,  Mississippi.  Marna  Rieber  was  appointed 
by  President  Iva  Harris  to  get  more  definite  details 
concerning  this  organization. 

The  question  was  then  raised:  Should  installation 
services  be  modified?  After  a  discussion,  Leda  Shirey, 
Alpha,  moved  that  each  Chapter  prepare  a  form  of 
Chapter  installation  service  and  present  it  to  a  com- 
mittee to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  President.  This 
committee  shall  meet  before  the  first  business  meeting 
of  the  next  Convention  and  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
prove, disapprove,  or  combine  these  forms,  before 
presenting  to  the  Grand  Council  in  convention  for 
final  acceptance  or  rejection.  This  was  seconded  by 
Jetta  Neiberger,  Gamma,  and  carried.  Mildred  Mc- 
lntire, Alpha,  moved  that  this  committee  be  composed 
of  one  girl  from  each  Chapter  and  the  method  of  selec- 
tion be  left  up  to  the  Grand  President.  This  was  sec- 
onded and  carried,  and  Iva  Harris,  Alpha,  Grand  Pres- 
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ident,  appointed  the  present  President  of  each  Chap- 
ter viz: 

Alpha  Cleo  Harris 

Beta  Doris  Boxwell 

Gamma  Doris  Brown 

Delta  Dorothy  Allan 

Epsilon  Dorothy  Pletcher 

Zeta  Marna  Reiber 

Jetta  Neiberger,  Gamma,  suggested  that  we  select 
a  National  Printer  who  shall  print  for  the  entire  or- 
ganization, booklets  containing  Constitution,  By-Laws, 
Ritual,  Directory,  etc.  It  was  disclosed  that  the  var- 
ious stationery  crests  used  by  the  separate  Chapters 
are  quite  different.  Dorothy  Allan,  Delta,  moved  that 
we  select  a  National  Printer  to  print  these  booklets 
exclusively  and  a  National  Stationer  to  make  all  our 
stationery  crests,  so  that  each  Chapter  shall  have  its 
own  crest,  yet  all  shall  be  uniform.  This  was  second- 
ed by  Doris  Boxwell,  Beta,  and  carried. 

Mildred  Mclntire,  Alpha,  then  moved  that  John- 
son-Watson Co.,  116  N.  Jefferson,  Dayton,  Ohio,  be 
our  National  Printer  and  Stationer.  Doris  Brown, 
Gamma,   seconded  this  motion  and  it  was  carried. 

Jetta  Neiberger,  Gamma,  suggested  that  we  have  a 
National  Auditor  to  visit  each  Chapter  at  least  once 
a  year  to  audit  books  ,and  give  examinations.  Cleo 


Harris,  Alpha,  moved  that  we  elect  a  National  Audi- 
tor who  shall  visit  and  check  up  on  each  Chapter 
once  a  year,  audit  local  and  the  national  books,  and 
conduct  yearly  examinations.  This  was  seconded  by 
Jetta  Neiberger,  Gamma.  The  motion  was  duly  car- 
ried. Dorothy  Pletcher,  Epsilon,  moved  that  the  Audi- 
tor be  elected  from  the  Grand  Council.  This  was 
seconded  by  Cleo  Harris,  Alpha,  and  carried.  Jetta 
Neiberger,  Gamma,  nominated  Dorothy  Allan,  Delta, 
for  this  office,  and  Leda  Shirey,  Alpha,  nominated 
Mildred  Mclntire,  Alpha.  Election  was  held,  Dorothy 
Allan  receiving  the  majority  of  votes.  Dorothy 
Pletcher,  Epsilon,  moved  that  the  expenses  of  the 
National  Auditor  be  paid  by  the  National  Treasurer 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  each  Chapter  be  assessed 
equally  to  make  up  this  amount  which  shall  be 
turned  back  into  the  National  Treasury.  This  was 
seconded  by  Mary  Elizabeth  Snyder,  and  duly  car- 
ried. 

The  next  matter  brought  up  before  the  Convention 
was  our  need  of  Sorority  Songs.  Cleo  Harris,  Alpha, 
moved  that  each  Chapter  submit  at  least  one  song 
to  next  Convention  and  that  from  these,  at  least  one 
shall  be  officially  adopted  and  copyrighted.  Doris 
Boxwell,  Beta,  seconded  this  motion,  and  it  was  car- 
ried. 

A  motion  for  adjournment  was  then  in  order. 


Second  Meeting,  Sunday,  June  26,  1927 


THE   second   business   meeting   of   the  Convention 
was  called  to  order  at  10:20  on  Sunday  morning, 
June  26,  1927,  at  the  Roberts  Hotel,  Muncie,  Indiana. 

Samples  of  engraved  stationery  from  the  various 
Chapters  was  passed  around,  and  the  one  chosen  like 
which  the  permanent  die  is  to  be  made. 

The  size  of  the  Convention  Pictures,  to  be  taken 
after  the  meeting  was  fixed  at  8  x  20,  to  cost  $1.00 
each. 

The  next  business  to  come  before  the  meeting  was 
whether  or  not  the  Convention  registration  fee  should 
be  increased  for  another  year.  This  received  unfavor- 
able comment,  and  was  not  put  to  a  vote. 

Doris  Boxwell,  Beta,  suggested  that  we  have  a  Na- 
tional Magazine.  This  was  enthusiastically  discussed, 
and  a  motion  to  that  effect  was  put  by  Dorothy  Allan, 
Delta.  This  was  seconded  by  Doris  Boxwell,  and 
carried. 

The  next  thing  was  to  find  a  name  for  the  maga- 
zine. Doris  Boxwell,  Beta,  made  a  motion  that  each 
Chapter  send  in  a  name  (or  names)  to  the  Editress 
who  shall  make  a  selection.  This  was  seconded  by 
Dorothy  Deardorff,  Alpha,  and  carried.  Dorothy 
Allan  then  nominated  Frances  Creech  of  Beta  Chap- 
ter for  Editress.  Mary  Elizabeth  Snyder  seconded  the 
nomination,  and  she  was  duly  elected.  It  was  under- 
stood that  the  National  Printer  should  print  the  Mag- 
azine. 

Dorothy  Allan,  Delta,  moved  that  the  cost  of  the 
Magazine  shall  be  sent  to  the  National  Treasurer  who 
shall  figure  the  individual  cost  of  subscription,  and 
shall  send   a   statement  to   each   Chapter.      The  sub- 


scriptions must  be  paid  in  advance  and  printing  bills 
met  by  National  Treasurer  from  this  fund.  This  was 
seconded  by  Doris  Brown,  Gamma,  and  carried.  Doris 
Boxwell,  Beta,  moved  that  each  Chapter  take  care 
of  reporting  their  news  locally,  in  any  manner  they 
choose.  This  was  seconded  by  Dorothy  Deardorff, 
Alpha,  and  carried. 

Election  of  Officers  were  then  in  order.  Mildred 
Mclntire,  Alpha,  nominated  Iva  Harris,  Alpha,  pres- 
ent Grand  President,  for  that  office  for  the  coming 
year.  This  was  seconded  by  Dorothy  Deardorff,  Al- 
pha; Leda  Shirey,  Alpha,  moved  the  nominations  be 
closed.  This  was  seconded  by  Jetta  Neiberger,  Gam- 
ma, and  carried. 

Thus  Iva  Harris  was  automatically  re-elected  Grand 
President. 

For  Grand  Vice  President,  Cleo  Harris,  Alpha,  nom- 
inated Dorothy  Allan,  Delta.  This  was  seconded  by 
Jetta  Neiberger.  Upon  motion  by  Mildred  Mclntire, 
Alpha,  seconded  by  Cleo  Harris,  Alpha,  the  nomina- 
tions were  closed.  Dorothy  Allan,  therefore,  became 
Vice  President. 

Dorothy  Allan,  Delta,  nominated  Doris  Boxwell, 
Beta,  for  Grand  Secretary.  Mary  Elizabeth  Snyder 
seconded  the  nomination.  Mildred  Mclntire,  Alpha, 
moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed.  This  was  sec- 
onded by  Doris  Brown,  and  carried,  so  no  election 
was  necessary. 

For  Grand  Treasurer,  Jetta  Neiberger,  Gamma, 
nominated  Cleo  Harris,  Alpha;  Dorothy  Deardorff, 
Alpha,  seconded  this  nomination.  Mildred  Mclntire, 
Alpha,  moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed.  This 
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was  seconded  by  Dorothy  Allan,  Delta,  and  no  elec- 
tion held. 

The  question  of  the  National  Jeweler  was  then 
brought  up.  Mr.  Urnheart,  representing  Meyer  and 
Alexander,  of  Marion,  and  Mr.  Cott  of  Burr  Patter- 
son, both  appeared  before  the  convention.  A  discus-- 
sion  followed.  Leda  Shirey,  Alpha,  moved  that  the 
contract  for  the  National  Jeweler  for  the  ensuing  year 
be  taken  from  Burr  Patterson  and  be  awarded  to  Meyer 
and  Alexander.  This  was  seconded  by  Jetta  Nei- 
berger,  Gamma,  and  carried. 

Dorothy  Allan,  Delta,  then  made  a  motion,  second- 
ed by  Doris  Boxwell,  Beta,  that  the  pins  retain  the 
same  number  of  pearls  rather  than  have  larger  pearls, 
and  one  less  as  suggested.     This  was  carried. 

A  motion   for   adjournment  was   then  entertained.

EVERYBODY  Ready.  All  right,  let's  go.
